In cities between 1,000 
4,999, industry, schools, better 
farming, water and sewerage, rec- 
reation and community spirit; in 
communities under 1,000, better 
farming, industry, schools, com- 
munity spirit and rural roads. 


STENNIS AMENDMENT 
PROVIDES $40,000 FOR 
HOME EC RESEARCH 


An amendment to the Agricul- 
ture appropriation Bill adopted 
on the floor of the Senate at 
the request of US Senator John 
Stennis provides for an increase 
of $40,000 to expand Home Ec- 
Oonomics Research. 

Senator Stennis, in commenting 
on this amendment, said: 

“My amendment is designed 
primarily to correct recent shifts 
the Department of Agriculture 
has made in the Home Economics 
Research Program, changes which 
would seriously effect this im- 
portant program. 

“I am in complete agreement 
that research is needed for nu- 
trition and its effects on diets. 
But, research on home equipment, 
clothing and other household re- 
search should not be completely 
eliminated.” 

Senator Stennis in his state- 
nnt on the Senate Floos aisi 
recommended that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture establish an 
Advisory Committee on Home Ec- 
onomics Research to determine 
important areas where Home Ec- 
Onomics research was needed and 
to what extent home-making pub- 
lications should be made avail- 
able. 

This committee would have 
equal status with some 25 other 
Advisory Groups already estab- 
lished to advise the Secretary 
of Agriculture on many import- 
ant phases of Agriculture Re 
i search. ; 

Senator Stennis emphasized the 
important contribution that Home 
Economics Research is making for 
a happier way of life for our 
farm people and the fine achieve- 
ments being made by the Home 
Economics Program in Mississippi. 

“My amendment would provide 
additional appropriations to per- 
mit the continuation of important 
Home Economics Research and 
the issuance of important re- 
search publications. I hope my 
amendment will be accepted by 
the Conference Committee,” the 
Senator concluded.

SORGHUM FOR SILAGE
